The  teams  this  year  finished  with  a pretty  good  standing 
considering  the  support  and  the  experience  of  the  people  on 
both  teams.  The  volleyball  team  played  in  two  major  tourna- 
ments and  several  individual  games  on  their  home  court  and 
away.
